G-S.R. 746.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1055), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order to amend the West Bengal Rice (Movement Control) Order, 
1904, namely: — 

1. This Order may be called the West Bengal Rice (Movement Control) 
Amendment Order, 1968. 

2- In the West Bengal Rice (Movement Control) Order, 1964, id sub-clause (2) 
of clause 3, for item ( 1 ) in the first proviso, the following item shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely: — 

"(1) not exceeding 1 kilogram In weight in the aggregate in respect of export 
or not exceeding 2 kilograms in weight in the aggregate in respect 
of import by a bonaflde traveller as part of his luggage; or . 
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G S.R. 747-—In exercise of the power? conferred by section 3 of the Ersen- 
tial Commodities Act, 1955(10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby rescinds 
Order No, 21807-S.C., dated the 1st November, 1965, issued by the Government 
of Bihar in the Department of Supply and Commerce, prohibiting export of pulses 
from Bihar: — 

Provided that such rescission shall not affect—■ 

(a) the previous operation of the said Order or anything duly done or 

suffered thereunder, or 

(b) any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired, accrued or incur¬ 

red under the said Order, or 

(c) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in respect of any offence 

committed against the said Order, or 

(d) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect of any such 

right, privilege, obligation, liability, penalty, forfeiture or punish¬ 
ment as aforesaid; 

and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may be insti¬ 
tuted, continued or enforced and any such penalty, forfeiture or punish¬ 
ment may be imposed as if the said Order had not been rescinded- 
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
